Graham Moss from the 
club said its president Stuart 
Phillips told members at a 
meeting on Monday they 
had to do something about 
the tragedy and do it now. 

Mr Moss said: “Members 
speedily and unanimously 
voted to finance sending at 
least one ShelterBox emer¬ 
gency home to support the 
people of the Philippines. 
The club was moved by the 
plight of many in that region 
following the devastating 
effects of Typhoon Haiyan. 

“The Rotary’s ShelterBox 
organisation had already 
ensured the sending of some 
of these very remarkable 
emergency homes. The box 
contains a high quality tent 
which will house at least 10 
people. Made from a sustain¬ 
able material, it is con¬ 
structed to withstand fairly 
high temperatures, major 
rainfall and winds. 

“The contents allow for a 
wide range of supporting 
activities from a multi-fuel 
cooking stove, to ground- 
sheets and fleece blankets, 
and to hammers, axes, saws, 
and hoe heads.”

REVAMP Of TOWN 

ONE-WAY SYSTEM 


LONG-awaited changes will be made to Welshpool’s controversial 
one-way system after councillors admitted they have let residents 
down. 

The town’s one-way system will undergo a series of alterations including the introduc¬ 
tion of an improved pedestrian crossing facility by the Spar shop in Church Street, a yellow 
box at the Mill Lane/Brook Street/Church Street junction and the possibility of enhanced 
pedestrian crossings on Broad Street and High Street. 

Jehu Road and Brook Street priorities will be changed so the “give way” is on Jehu 
Road, while a bus stop could be brought in on Church Bank. 

Councillors voted in favour of bringing the changes in as soon as possible at yesterday’s 
(Wednesday) meeting of the Montgomeryshire Shires Committee and will now contact the 
North and Mid Wales Trunk Road Agency to get the work under way. 

However, Councillor Viola Evans, who was part of a scrutiny committee which investi¬ 
gated the system and made recommendations 12 months ago, admitted more could have 

been done to speed up improvements.

Action calls 
after boy, 11, 
hurt on road 

CAMPAIGNERS have called for immediate 
action to be taken on a road where a child 
was knocked over and seriously injured by 
a car. 

A campaign was launched at the begin¬ 
ning of this year, pressing Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil to provide a pedestrian crossing outside 
Gobowen primary school, with more than 
750 people backing the idea. 

On Friday an 11-year-old boy was 
knocked down in Ferndale Crescent, the 
exact spot where campaigners say the cross¬ 
ing should be built. 

Dot Basham, 64, who has been leading 
the campaign for nearly a year, said the sit¬ 
uation was likely to become more dangerous 
now the clocks have gone back. 

She said: “The thing we feared would 
happen has happened and it is time for 
immediate action and Shropshire Council 
must build that crossing as matter of 
urgency.” 

Mother of three Natasha Scott, 27, added: 
“The traffic is horrific.” 

Police spokesman Richard Ewels said the 
boy suffered a serious arm injury. 

The incident happened at around 5.20pm 
on Friday, and involved a silver Vauxhall 
Zafira. Any witnesses to the incident are 
asked to contact Oswestry police on 101. 


She said: “This has gone on for too long. 
We went to the scrutiny committee in 
December last year with recommendations 
and here we are in November, 11 months 
on, with nothing having changed. We have 
done nothing for the people of Welshpool 
and have let them down. If we haven’t got 
the teeth to get something done on this now, 
we must find someone who has.” 

Councillor Ann Holloway, member for 
Welshpool, said the changes were vital 
before someone is killed. 

She said: “I am fed up with this one-way 
system and I was the only one on the town 
council who voted against it in the first 
place. What I want to know though is how 
long it will take. 

Changed 

“There will be an accident before long, I 
know that. The people of Welshpool are 
utterly cheesed off and I want the changed 
made while I am still alive.” 

Councillor Phil Pritchard, Welshpool 
county councillor, said he had an alternative 
to the one-way system altogether. 

He said: “In the 1980s there was talk of a 
bypass road going from Salop Road and onto 
the Llanfair Road. I say we should revive 
this as it would take all the trunk road traf¬ 
fic out of the town and allow it to return to 
some normality.” 

As part of the improvements, the council¬ 
lors do not support bringing in “give way” 
signs on Brook Street at the Church Street 
junction or the narrowing of Broad Street 
to one lane. 

The agency will also be requested to make 
improvements to the traffic island at the top 
of Jehu Road to cater for pedestrians; 
improving direction road markings on the 
bypass roundabout by the railway station 
and to consider extending the two lane 
approach from Newtown utilising the paved 
area provided previously as a holding area 
for the cattle market.

TWO new business rate schemes 
designed to help revitalise high 
streets in Mid Wales have been 
launched by Powys County Council 
and the Welsh Assembly. 

The council says the new schemes 
will cut or exempt new businesses 
from business rates in a bid to 
encourage more companies to open 
and stay open. 


Under the plans, new businesses 
opening up in long-term vacant 
properties will be given 50 per cent 
relief on business rates for 12 
months, while newly built busi¬ 
nesses will not have to pay any busi¬ 
ness rates for the first 18 months. 

The schemes are funded by the 
Welsh Assembly and have been 
launched in response to recommen¬ 


dations from the Business Rates 
Task and Finish Group, set up by 
the Welsh Government, which 
examined how the business rates 
regime in Wales could be used to 
encourage economic development. 

The schemes represent an antici¬ 
pated investment of more than £5m 
by the Welsh Assembly. Open for 
Business, which funds 50 per cent 


relief on business rates for eligible 
properties for up to 12 months from 
the first date of occupation, will run 
until March 31, 2015, to encourage 
the use of long term vacant retail 
properties, particularly in town cen¬ 
tres and shopping areas.

Coroner rules drowning 
death a tragic accident 

THE death of a 21-year-old man who drowned while cooling off in a 
river during July’s heatwave was a “tragic accident”, the county’s 
coroner has ruled. 

Anthony Lawrence drowned despite the best efforts of his father, Dave Lawrence, to 
save him, the inquest at Shrewsbury’s Guildhall was told. 

The pair had gone to cool off in the River Dee near St Martins on July 16 during a spell 
of hot summer weather. 

The former Marches School pupil was a non-swimmer and his father told the inquest 
he was surprised that he had gone in the 


water with him but he was happy to see 
Anthony, who was not particularly sporty, 
get in. 

He told the inquest the pair were “having 
a laugh” in the water just minutes before the 
tragedy, which happened at the confluence 
of the rivers Dee and Ceiriog near St Mar¬ 
tins. 

Mr Lawrence said he had gone to the 
water, known locally as The Forge, many 
times when he was younger and never had 
any problems there. 

He said they went later in the day on July 
16 so they could have the place to themselves 
and the only other person there was 
Anthony’s girlfriend of two years, Faye Mer- 
ley, who had accompanied them to the river 
but had not gone swimming. 

Mr Lawrence, of Ty Maen, of Oswestry, 
said the first sign of trouble was when he 
lost his footing on a ledge and the pair went 
under the water for a short time. 

Although the pair were a “bit shaken” 
they carried on swimming. 

They got into further trouble as they 
moved to deeper water and they went under 
the water. 

Despite his best efforts, Mr Lawrence, a 
44-year-old window cleaner, was unable to 
save his son from drowning. 

The hearing was told police, firefighters 
and paramedics all arrived at the scene after 
the alarm was raised that Anthony had gone 
missing in the water. 

Police sergeant Richard Coles told the

inquest he and other officers from 
Oswestry attended the scene just after 7pm 
on July 16. 

He said they met Anthony’s girlfriend 
Faye who directed them to where he had 
gone in the river. 

Sergeant Coles said Anthony was spot¬ 
ted in the river and firefighters got him 
out. 

The officer said: “They had difficulty 
because of the distance he was from the 
bank and the depth of water they encoun¬ 
tered.” 

Treatment 

He said efforts to resuscitate Anthony 
were made immediately by the firefighters 
and ambulance staff and he was then flown 
by air ambulance to the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital for further treatment. 

Shropshire Coroner John Ellery said the 
cause of death had been found to be immer¬ 
sion, or in other words drowning. 

The coroner found that he died in the 
river. 

He told Mr Lawrence, and his wife 
Denise Lawrence who also attended the 
hearing, he entirely accepted Mr 
Lawrence’s evidence. 

Mr Ellery said: “This was a tragic acci¬ 
dent.” 

He returned a verdict of accidental 
death.

The woman was walking 
in the field next to the skate 
park, off Cabin Lane, at 
8.20pm on Sunday when a 
man came up to her from 
behind and started talking 
to her. 

He then pulled her hair 
before running off, Richard 
Ewels, West Mercia Police 
spokesman said. 

He added: “We are appeal¬ 
ing for witnesses to an 
assault on a 52-year-old 
woman who was walking her 
dog in the field near the 
skate park, Cabin Lane, at 
8.20pm on Sunday. 

“A man came up behind 
her, spoke to her and pulled 
her hair before running off. 

“He was a complete 
stranger to the victim, who 
was not hurt, but under¬ 
standably upset.”

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Town pub 
may face 
a review 
of licence 

LICENSING bosses will 
meet today (Thursday) to 
decide whether an Oswestry 
pub should have its licence 
reviewed amid claims it is 
causing a public nuisance. 

Shropshire Council’s pub¬ 
lic protection team has 
applied for the review over 
concerns about the Old 
Vaults in Church Street. 

A report to the licensing 
committee said the applica¬ 
tion had been made “on the 
grounds that the current 
operation of the premises 
undermines the prevention 
of public nuisance licensing 
objective.” 

The committee was due to 
hear representations had 
been received from the 
police, a neighbouring busi¬ 
ness and a nearby resident. 

The report says: “The 
application is supported by 
evidence of complaints 
received and subsequent 
action taken. 

“The premises licence was 
first granted for the internal 
area of the premises on 
November 24 2005. An 
application to vary the 
licence to include the exter¬ 
nal area for regulated enter¬ 
tainment was granted on 
July 12 2012. The applica¬ 
tion to review the licence 
was received on September 
24 2013.” 

The report says various 
options are open to the com¬ 
mittee including taking no 
further action, issuing warn¬ 
ings to the licence holder 
and revocking the licence.

40mph speed limit starting 
at accident black spot

A NEW speed limit will be introduced at 
an accident black spot tomorrow (Friday) - 
two months earlier than planned. 

The new 40mph restriction will come into 
force at the A483 Llynclys crossroads near 
Oswestry, which has been described as “hor¬ 
rendous” by campaigners. 

Currently the road has a 60mph limit, but 
residents have been calling for traffic calm¬ 
ing measures at the spot for many years. 

Councillor Dilys Gaskill, Llanymynech 
and Pant parish council chairman, said: 
“I’m delighted. We welcome anything that 
will improve that junction. It’s horrendous. 

“Thomas Telford built these roads for 
horse and cart and we haven’t had much 
improvement since.” 


But Ben Jones, 30, owner of the White 
Lion pub which sits on the junction, said he 
believed speed cameras would be necessary 
to enforce the new limit. 

He added: “A 40mph limit might help 
slightly. What we need is a speed camera. I 
don’t always agree with speed cameras but 
here I think it would be ideal.” 

Three accidents have been reported on 
the road since August, and five in the past 
18 months. In the most recent crash, a 
woman in her 80s had to be airlifted to hos¬ 
pital. Councillor Gaskill said: “The only 
thing that will solve it is a roundabout lead¬ 
ing to a bypass. Why don’t they just bite the 
bullet and give us a roundabout? At the 
moment it is a really scary junction.”

Andrew did not enter a 
plea and will return to 
court on December 20 for 
a further hearing.

IS IT time for us all to go out cel¬ 
ebrating or is the news about the 
UK’s improving financial outlook 
too good to really be true? 

This week we heard that infla¬ 
tion rates are down, unemploy¬ 
ment figures are down and The 
Bank of England now predicts 
growth this year of 1.6 per cent, 
up from its earlier forecast of 1.4 
per cent. 

No doubt David Cameron and 
his cabinet are rubbing their 
hands with glee because it 
wasn’t that long ago we were 
being warned the country was 
heading for a double or even a 
triple dip situation. 

Inflation fell to 2.2 per cent in 
October, half a per cent down 
from September, though I’ll be 
amazed if any of us noticed. 

The number of people in work 
has also reached a record high 
of 29.95million, while the number 
claiming Jobseekers Allowance 
saw its biggest fall since 1998. 
The number of people on the 
dole fell dramatically, down by 
41,700 to reach 1.31 million. 

That all sounds great but per¬ 
haps someone should point out 
that a million more people are 
still out of work than before the 
financial crash and many people 
in part-time jobs would like full¬ 
time work. 

And many of those people in 
jobs don’t have long term con¬ 
tracts anymore which means no 
security and little hope of getting 
onto the housing ladder. 

Falling petrol and diesel prices 
have helped bring inflation down 
and there are signs there may be 
a little more of this to come in the 
months ahead. 

With The Bank of England 
now predicting growth this year 
of 1.6 per cent, up from its earlier 
forecast of 1.4 per cent, and 
unemployment down to 7.6 per 
cent the likely outcome is a hike 
in interest rates. 

The Bank has said interest 
rates will not go up until unem¬ 
ployment reaches seven per 
cent but it now looks inevitable. 

It will be interesting to see 
these figures over the next few 
months when the impact of 
increased energy prices kicks in. 

In the meantime I’m off down 
the pub while there’s still a 
chance.

CAN I TAKE MY SON TO LIVE IN AUSTRALIA WITHOUT ASKING HIS FATHER’S PERMISSION? 

Q. My husband and I divorced five years ago. We have a ten-year old son who lives with me. He is supposed to see his dad every other weekend but this 
rarely happens as his dad regularly cancels last minute. This really upsets my son and he has been playing up at home and at school because of it. My 
sister wants us to emigrate to Australia so that she and her husband can help me bring him up, but I just know my ex-husband will object. Can I take my 
son to live abroad without my ex’s permission? 

A. If his father has parental responsibility you cannot take your son to live abroad without his permission. You must ask his permission and if he refuses 
you can apply to the court for permission. This type of application is known as an application for leave to permanently remove the child from the jurisdiction. 
There is no specific provision under family law regarding permission of this type but your son’s welfare will be the court’s primary consideration. Whilst 
there is no presumption that the court will allow an application for a primary care applicant to take a child to live overseas, such applications are in many 
instances successful. 

The court will first want to establish that the application is borne out of a genuine reason (as opposed, for example, to just wanting to prevent the other 
parent access). It will want to ascertain that the relocation plan is feasible and in the child’s best interests. It will also require proof that you will be able to 
support yourself and your child financially and what arrangements you have made for childcare and schooling.

4. What priority was given? 

As we know if you’re

“It’s the sort of thing that is often 
overlooked by people in terms of 
value because it’s so small,” he 
added. “They might unwittingly 
have one in a drawer. If so, we would 
be delighted to hear from them. 

“These globes are made of paper, 
plaster and papier-mache and are of 
their time, in that the detail of the 
world is as it was when they were 
made and they can be quite quirky. 

“As a general rule, the smaller 
things are and the more exquisitely 
they are made, the more valuable 
they become.”

Cash offer for 
young farmers 

YOUNG farming entrepreneurs in Wales

imp steps 
in over 
concerns 
for toilets 

THE MP for Mont¬ 
gomeryshire has stepped in 
to try to ensure Llanfyllin’s 
public toilets are brought up 
to a decent standard before 
being handed over to the 
town council. 

Powys County Council is 
closing all public toilets 
across the county as part of 
its budget cuts. Llanfyllin 
Town Council has confirmed 
that it will take over the 
running of the town’s public 
toilets, but is having to do so 
before longstanding prob¬ 
lems with the toilet’s 
drainage have been dealt 
with, posing a significant 
cost to the Town Council. 

MP Glyn Davies met with 
Mayor Ann Williams and 
Cllr Peter Lewis recently to 
discuss the situation, agree¬ 
ing to write to Powys Coun¬ 
cil. He said: “Llanfyllin is a 
significant town in Mont¬ 
gomeryshire, and an attrac¬ 
tive location for visitors. We 
cannot have a situation 
where public toilets are not 
available in the town of 
Llanfyllin. 

“I understand that Powys 
Council is under financial 
pressure and has to take 
unpopular decisions about 
public services.” 

He added: But I do think 
that serious faults should be 
dealt with before transfer. 
There is a longstanding 
problem with drainage at 
the Llanfyllin public toilets, 
which I hope the county 
council will consider fixing.”

Knife warning after teen 
is locked up over death 


POLICE have warned of the dangers of carrying knives after an 
Oswestry teenager was jailed for manslaughter. 

Richard Reece, 19, was locked up for 12 years for killing 21-year-old Danny Jones by 
stabbing him with an ornamental sword modelled on The Lord of the Rings films in a fight 
in Oswestry. 

Detective Inspector Steve Tonks, who led the investigation for West Mercia Police, said 
he hoped the sentence would be a discouragement to others against using knives as 


weapons. 

“This incident demonstrates, yet again, 
that the carrying of knives or other bladed 
weapons runs a huge risk of ending in 
tragic consequences,” he said. 

“What started as an argument and devel¬ 
oped into a scuffle, resulted in a young man 
losing his life because a blade was pro¬ 
duced. 

“Reece left the scene to arm himself and 
the moment he took the sword back to con¬ 
front Danny, there was always the risk of a 
fatal outcome. 

“This case sends out a clear message 
about violent crime and those prepared to 
arm themselves with weapons. Anyone car¬ 
rying a knife or similar bladed instrument 
as a weapon will be arrested, charged and 
put before the courts. 

“They can expect a lengthy prison sen¬ 
tence.” 

Reece, of Lord Street, Oswestry, denied 
murdering trainee accountant Mr Jones, of 
Chirk, during a fight in April this year but 
was convicted of manslaughter on Wednes-

day following a two week trial at Birmingham 
Crown Court. 

A victim impact statement read out in 
court said that Mr Jones’ mother had 
described her life as having been “turned 
upside down, inside out and stamped on”. 

Reece will serve at least half of his 12 year 
sentence. 

Rare 

DI Tonks said knife crime is relatively rare 
within the West Mercia Police area - which 
covers Shropshire, Hereford and Worcester - 
but said that is no reason to become compla¬ 
cent. 

“There are regular headlines across the 
country about deaths and serious injuries as 
a result of knife crime,” he said. 

“We urge people to listen to the police and 
others when they issue warnings and advice 
about carrying knifes. 

“There is never any excuse for using them 
as a weapon.”

Affordable homes 
moves by council 


A COUNCIL on the Shropshire border is 
performing well in how it provides care and 
economic development services but is strug¬ 
gling to provide affordable homes, a new 
report has revealed. 

Wrexham Council, which covers commu¬ 
nities on the Shropshire border including 
Chirk and the Ceiriog Valley, has published 
its performance report from 2012/13. 

Although the authority is performing well 
in many sectors, the lack of affordable 
homes in the area remains a concern. 

It was only able to provide 21 affordable 
homes in the county borough in 12 months. 

The report said the council was doing well 
in helping to create economic development. 

It says: “Despite the global recession, 
overall visitor spend in Wrexham remains 
high, the town centre continues to have 
fewer empty shops than the national aver¬ 
age and, although investment in physical 
regeneration is below target, development 
of the Western Gateway is progressing well. 

“This development will improve a key 
entry point to the town and access to the 
Wrexham technology park as the link road 
has done for Wrexham Industrial Estate.” 


And the council is doing well in delivering 
care to vulnerable people, the report says. 

It says: “Good progress continues to be 
made in this area with an increase in carers 
telling us that the help that they receive 
from adult social care is meeting their 
needs.” One area which does need improve¬ 
ment is in housing, the reports says. 

It says: “Fewer affordable homes were 
delivered than anticipated due to delays in 
the completion of properties on the 
Kingsmills Road and Rivulet Road sites. 

Focus 

“There has been a completion of 33 fur¬ 
ther units in early 2013/14 and there will be 
a delivery of significantly more units as 
these sites near completion. 

“Homeless prevention activities were not 
as effective as we would have liked in 
2012/13. In order to address this, there has 
been an increased focus on homeless pre¬ 
vention which has resulted ina significant 
improvement for early 2013. 

“It is recognised that there will need to be 
a continued focus on prevention in order to 
mitigate the effects of the Welfare Reforms.”

Older people face 

lonely Christmas

ONE in every 25 pensioners is 
facing Christmas alone this 
year, a poll suggests. 

Some four per cent of people aged 65 
and over say they will be alone over the 
festive period, according to Age UK. 

Extrapolating the figures, the charity 
estimates that 450,000 older people across 
the UK will be by themselves over Christ¬ 
mas. 

The poll of 1,100 people aged 65 and 
over from across the UK found that 26 
per cent are not looking forward to 
December 25. 

Of these, 17 per cent said the festive 
period brought back too many memories 
of those who had passed away. 

Caroline Abrahams, charity director of 
Age UK, said: “As we head towards 
Christmas this is a chilling outlook for too 
many older people. 

Concerning 

“What’s even more concerning is that 
the majority of older people facing Christ¬ 
mas alone are aged 80 or over, making 
them the most vulnerable and at risk at 
this time of year. 

“People’s social networks often shrink 
due to life-changing events such as retire¬ 
ment and bereavement which can 
increase the risk of feeling lonely, and we 
are extremely concerned that this - cou¬ 
pled with ongoing cuts to local authority 
budgets - means that even more older 
people will feel lonely this winter.” 

Ms Abrahams urged people to put any 
isolated older people in contact with the 
charity. 

She also urged people to check on an 
elderly neighbour or relative, giving them 
something to look forward to.

The canal, which flowed 
from Shropshire into Mid 
Wales, was closed in 1936 
and formally abandoned by 
Act of Parliament in 1944. 

In the years that followed, 
the canal was obstructed in 
many places, bridges were 
dropped and lengths of the 
canal dried out. 

Removed 

Many obstructions have 
been removed in the years of 
restoration and now half the 
canal is open for boating. 

At Pant, the railway 
bridge was replaced by an 
embankment which will 
have to be removed if boats 
are to reach Llanymynech. 

The team spent the week¬ 
end investigating the 
embankment, clearing vege¬ 
tation and discovering the 
remains if the old bridge. 

Michael Limbrey, chair¬ 
man of Montgomery Water¬ 
way Restoration Trust, 


welcomed the visit. He said: 
“Volunteers of the Waterway 
Recovery Group of the 
Inland Waterways Associa¬ 
tion have been involved in 
the restoration of the Mont¬ 
gomery Canal for over 40 
years. 

“This latest visit brought 
volunteers from Chester¬ 
field, Manchester and Wat¬ 
ford. 

“One thing we do not 
know is when the railway 
bridge was replaced by the 
embankment, and we would 
be interested to hear from 
anyone who knows anything 
of the story of the canal in 
Pant. 

“Shropshire Union Canal 
Society volunteers have 
nearly completed their proj¬ 
ect to restore the canal chan¬ 
nel at Redwith. 

“The Heritage Lottery 
Fund is supporting a project 
which includes re-opening 
the canal to Crickheath. If 
that happens, there will only 
be a couple of miles to finish 
the restoration in England 
by reaching Llanymynech.”

46ft-high 
turbine is 
planned 
for farm 

PLANS have been submit¬ 
ted to build a 46 metre-high 
wind turbine on a farm in 
the countryside. 

It is intended that the 
wind turbine would be 
installed at Top Farm in 
Baschurch. 

Developers said the 50kW 
turbine would generate 
renewable energy and is to 
be located at least 300m 
from any property 

The turbine would be 
35.4m high, with its blades 
reaching a height of 46.3m. 

It would serve the dairy 
farm business which oper¬ 
ates over 204 acres. 

Farmer John Allmark said 
he made the application to 
as the turbine will benefit 
his business as well as the 
environment. 

He said: “We are a busy 
dairy farm and this turbine 
will help support the busi¬ 
ness and reduce or carbon 
footprint. 

“Neighbouring farms 
have done their bit by either 
installing a turbine or put¬ 
ting solar panels on the roof 
and we felt we should do our 
bit. The turbine will gener¬ 
ate electricity for the busi¬ 
ness in its current 
enterprise and for its future 
needs.” 

He added it would last for 
30 years then be removed.

TURN back the clock exactly 40 
years and this ancient fire engine 
had been given a new lease of 
life. 

The photo was taken on November 10, 
1973. Members of Oswestry Round Table 
had restored the Victorian fire engine which 
was found at an Oswestry garage and bore 
the inscription: “Presented to the town of 
Oswestry on behalf of the Volunteer Fire 
Brigade by Mrs A. Wynne Corrie, 1887, the

Jubilee year of Her Gracious Majesty, Victo¬ 
ria. ” 

The maker was Shand Mason, London. 
On left is John Hewitt, who was in charge 
of the restoration work, and on right is Llew 
Hughes, organiser of the Round Table’s 
Christmas parade for that year at which the 
engine was due to be displayed. 

“Originally it was in a terrible condition,” 


said Mr Hewitt. If it had been left much 
longer it would not have been capable of 
being restored. There is still a lot of brass to 
go back on. We didn’t know there was so 
much because it had been covered in black 
paint.” 

The cost of the engine when new would 
have been about £150 and it was drawn by 
four horses. Everything on it was still in 
working order, including the pumps. 

It was called “The Park Hall”. Park Hall 
was the home of Mrs Wynne Corrie. Ironi¬ 


cally this mansion burned down in 1918. 
Earlier this year Shropshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service History Society launched a new 
research project delving into the past of 
Oswestry Fire Brigade. 

Among the aspirations of the group is to 
try to find a proper home for the Park Hall 
fire engine which, it was said, has been hid¬ 
den away in a metal container for the last 
15 years. 

The society’s website has no update, so 
presumably it remains a dream.

Still plenty of green gems 
around to delight the eye 


AS I’ve mentioned on numerous 
occasions over the years, 
November is far from the frigid, 
dull harbinger of true winter. 

But to find some of this month’s treas¬ 
ures, you will have to do a little searching. 
And yet, by virtue of your location, you 
may not have to go very far at all. 

This time of the year is typically damp 
and dreary. The last cut of grass has been 
made to our lawns and vegetation is trans¬ 
forming from greens to browns, yet there 
are a few organisms that buck the trend. 

When we think of plants, we tend to sep¬ 
arate them between deciduous and ever¬ 
green. From now through to March, it’s the 
towering evergreen trees that catch our 
eyes because of their comparative colour, 
but there are also plants that reverse our 
conceptions of the ever-green state of 
affairs. 

Rehydrated 

You’ll need to find yourself a damp rock¬ 
ery or better still, an old cracked stone 
wall. You may well have passed structures 
such as these without a second glance over 
the summer months but you may be sur¬ 
prised to see something of a difference now. 
And that difference will be a green one. 

Wall ferns and spleenworts erupt from fis¬ 
sures and crevices in cracked and neglected 
masonry. It isn’t that they’ve suddenly 
appeared, they’ve been there all year in 
brown, shrivelled form. It’s only now that, 
what with the ‘dull, dreary dampness’ of 
autumn, they become rejuvenated and rehy¬ 
drated. 

The uncommon but nonetheless present 
rusty-back fern is a delicate miniature wall 
fern that probably lends its name to the 
whole family of spleenworts for it was this 
species in particular that was used tradition-

ally to remedy spleen and liver disorders. 
The other seemingly fresh-green this month 
can be found in the cells of the common ivy. 
Not only do the colours of this plant enliven 
the senses on a grey day.. . assuming you’ve 
yet to find your spleenworts! . . . but they 
will certainly enliven a number of insect 
species too. 

In fact, for any late queen wasps, flies or 
indeed hardy butterflies that may choose a 
less than freezing cold day to emerge, the 
flowers of the ivy can be a crucial source of 
nectar. 

But if I’ve thus failed to impress you with 
greenery, then why not head down to the 
river or brook? 

This month may or may not be the last 
chance for one to see a kingfisher before the 
spring. These birds sometimes stay in their 
present territory over the winter, but many 
will rather fly downstream. . . often to the 
coast. . . rather than risk their patch freez¬ 
ing up and thus starvation. 

Far from this time of year being a lacklus¬ 
tre period in the wildlife calendar, you 
should be able to turn up many surprises 
here in the Shropshire countryside. 

After all what could be more thawing 
than a green gem in a long lost garden wall 
or an electric blue flash atop a riverside 
branch - even if the perch itself is a little 
frosty.

WHEN a car company claims 
you are driving the most tech¬ 
nologically advanced produc¬ 
tion vehicle on the road you 
just have to take notice. 

So it was not really a surprise to find myself 
impressed by the Lexus GS450h on a week- 
long test drive. 

If all the new technology on offer today is 
your bag then you will be impressed too 
because this car combines the benefits of the 
Mount Fuji race tuning programme with hybrid 
developments to produce a luxury that’s both 
cheap to run and exciting to drive. 

This Lexus doesn’t hide. It looks aggres¬ 
sive with a 2.5litre V6 unit lurking underneath 
a beautifully sculptured bonnet. That means 
you get performance to match anything rivals 
Audi, BMW and Mercedez can produce. 

That means 0-62mph in under six seconds 
and a top speed of 155mph with the hybrid 
additions meaning you can expect 45.6mpg 
on the combined circuit. 

You’ve almost got two engines because the 
petrol engine is joined by electric units - one 
handling the starting system while the other 
gives the assistance needed to take a hybrid 
to such speeds. 

You get a choice of driving mode. So 
“sport” and “sport plus” give you the power

to belt down the motorway while “eco” and 
“comfort” make town and city centre driving 
less demanding on the pocket. 

Inside the cabin lacks the up-market feel of 
rivals such as Audi but the F-sport leather 
upholstery is immaculate. 

If it’s simplicity and functionality you want 
you’ve got it. All the controls are where you 
would want to find them and easy to handle. 

As well as a 12-speaker sound system 
there’s a brilliant multimedia system on board, 
complete with a navigation system and rear 
view camera. 


As well as Bluetooth there’s a full set of 
sensing equipment on board to let you know 
when it’s raining or when you are getting too 
close to the car in front. 

You get driver and passenger airbags all 
round as well as curtains for extra safety and 
there’s ABS, vehicle stability control, traction 
control and hill start assist. 

On the road this Lexus oozes class and 
quality. It handles superbly, has all the power 
you will ever need and the technology to 
make you question if that fuel gauge is really 
working. 


You get F-sport bumpers and grille, a rear 
spoiler and 19inch alloys to give this Lexus 
the sporty appearance it deserves. 

It’s the fourth generation of luxury sports 
saloons from the Lexus garage and was the 
first model to present the company’s new and 
distinctive design language. 

You just know the buying cost of such a 
vehicle is going to hurt so it’s no surprise to 
learn you’ll need to part with £50,995 to get 
one on the drive. 

The nice part will be telling the neighbours 
just how little it costs to run.

Hyundai’s ilO has grown up 
into an impressive package

This is the longest and widest city 
car out there, and Hyundai wants to 
shout about it. “B-segment quality 
and practicality in an A-segment 
package” is the rallying cry from the 
people behind the all-new 110, and a 
significant increase in size helps it 
on its way. 

One suited company rep even described the 
car as more of an ‘A+-segment’ machine, but 
enough talk of segments - we’re not dealing with 
a Chocolate Orange. The bottom line is that the 
ilO is quite a bit bigger externally than its main 
rivals. You get the biggest boot in the class, with 
a broad floor area to accommodate a medium- 
size travel case flat, instead of rival cars’ boots 
which might force you to stand it up or lie it on its 
side. 

The spacious cabin is dominated by a huge, 
full-width coloured panel on the dashboard in a 
choice of orange or blue - with beige restricted 
to the entry-level S model and red kept only for 
the Premium grade. It certainly gives the car a 
measure of character but it’s also a divisive fea¬ 
ture, so get up close to form your own opinion of 
how it looks. 

Physical quality is as high as you could hope 
for in a car of this class. The plastics are hard and 
in some cases very hollow-sounding, but there’s 
no exposed metal anywhere. Then factor in the 
classy centre console layout and Hyundai has a

good case to argue that the il 0 has a higher per¬ 
ceived quality than any of its competitors. 

Practicality is boosted by the new model’s 
inflated size. There are more cup or bottle holders 
than you can shake a stick at, with one in each of 
the four doors and - depending on bottle sizes - 
up to four more between the front seats. The front 
door slots can take big litre-sized bottles, too. The 
glove box is broad and evenly shaped, so there 
are no problems stuffing it full of everyday essen¬ 
tials. 

There are two engines available in the UK. A 
familiar 1.2-litre four-cylinder engine is the range- 
topper and the more expensive option, but a new 
three-cylinder 1.0-litre unit steals the limelight. It’s 
gutsy at typical engine revs; arguably more so 


than the 1.2, and with its characterful background 
buzz and tractable, flexible manner it’s the one to 
go for. Its only flaw is that while vibrations are iso¬ 
lated remarkably well at the steering wheel and 
seat, the rear view mirror does suffer from the 
shakes. 

It also has to noted just how quiet the il0 is. 
Keep the revs low, and even at 50mph the cabin 
is surprisingly hushed. This is the smallest car 
Hyundai makes, remember, and even if it is big¬ 
ger than the rivals it definitely sets new standards 
for interior noise levels. 

However, there’s only one version in free road 
tax territory, and to get that you have to drop from 
five seats to four (weight-saving) and accept the 
mid-range SE trim only. The rest of the models 


fall behind some rivals for emissions. Any other 
flaws to blot the copy book? That depends 
entirely on how you use it. If the size and paya¬ 
bility of a car aren’t as important as style, driver- 
friendliness and refinement, the il0 plays a 
blinder. Only if you need your city car to excel at 
parking in tight on-street spaces are there signif¬ 
icantly better options out there. 

The new il 0 is thoroughly impressive. It no 
longer has the energetic puppy-dog feel of the 
old version, having ditched it for a more grown¬ 
up and composed stance, but there’s no doubt 
this is a significantly better car. The huge growth 
spurt might be both a blessing and a curse, but 
there’s no doubt that the il 0 is a fantastic all- 
rounder.

MID WALES racing driver Ben Power 
set the fastest lap of the weekend at 
Brands Hatch, as he secured a 
career-high third-place finish in the 
hotly-contested National Legends 
Car Championship. 

Power, from Guilsfield, near Welsh¬ 
pool, set two fastest laps at the 
famous Kent circuit, as he notched 
up more points in the final race 
weekend of the season. 

With the two leaders in the cham¬
